THE PAYMENT OF SALARIES AND ALLOWANCES 

(AMENDMENT) ACT, 1980 


An Act further to amend the Payment of Salaries and Allowances Act, 1951. 


Preamble. — WHEREAS it is expedient further to amend the Payment 
of Salaries and Allowances Act, 1951, for the purposes, hereinafter appearing; 


BE it enacted in the Thirty -first Year of the Republic of India as follows: 


1. Short title .--- This Act may be called the Payment of Salaries and 
Allowances (Amendment) Act, 1980 . 

2 . Amendmentof section 8.-- In the Payment of Salaries and Allowances 
Act, 1951 (XIV of 1951) (hereinafter referred to as the principal Act), 
in section 8, the proviso and the Explanation to clause (b) of sub -section (1) 
shall be omitted. 


3. Amendment of Schedule. - In the Schedule to the principal Act, 

(1) in paragraph 1, 
(i) in sub-clause (a ) of clause ( 1), 
(a ) for the words " fifty -five paise" , the words "ninety -five paise" 

shall be substituted ; 
(b ) the proviso shall be omitted ; 
(ii) in sub- clause (a ) of clause (2 ), 
(a ) for the words " fifty -five paise " the words " ninety -five paise" 

shall be substituted ; 
(b ) the proviso shall be omitted ; 

(2 ) in paragraph III, for the words " fifty -five paise " , in both the 
places where they occur , the words " ninety -five paise" shall be substituted .

its general purport) . 

According to section 3 (1 ) of the Kerala Grandhasala Sangham ( Taking 
over of Management) Act, 1977, the Government may , by notified order , 
appoint a Board of Control to take over the management of the undertaking. 
The term of the existing Board of Control expires on 20-4-1980 . So a fresh 
Board has to be constituted . This notification is intended for this purpose .

AND WHEREAS the Governments of the above States have decided 
for the convenience of all concerned the necessity of countersignatu 
permits by the State Transport Authorities in the reciprocating State 
be dispensed with and that the number of Tourist Motor Cabs for each 
above four States namely Kerala , Tamil Nadu, Karnataka and A 
Pradesh , may be increased from 20 to 100 ; 

AND WHEREAS a draft of the agreement inviting objection or suggesti 
any person likely to be affected thereby issued under notification N 
TB3/74 /PW dated the 13th April , 1976 and published as S. R. O. No 
in the Kerala Gazette Extraordinary No. 243 dated the 13th Apr 
has not been finalised ; 
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AND WHEREAS it has also been decided that the State of Maharashtra and 
the Union Territories of Goa and Pondicherry may also be included in the 
Scheme under the same terms allotting a quota of 100 tourist taxis to each 
of them and a revised agreement has been drawn up accordingly ; 

Now , THEREFORE , in exercise of the powers conferred by sub -section 
( 3 A ) of section 63 of the Motor Vehicles Act, 1939 (Central Act IV of 1939 ) 
and in supersession of the notification issued under No. 4799/ TB3/74 /PW 
dated the 13th April, 1976 and published as SRO No. 421/76 in the Kerala 
Gazette Extraordinary No. 243 dated the 13th April, 1976 the Government 
of Kerala , hereby publish the following draft of an agreement proposed to 
be entered into with the Governments of Tamil Nadu, Karnataka , Andhra 
Pradesh , Maharashtra and the Union Territories of Goa and Pondicherry . 

Notice is hereby given that the said draft Agreement will be taken up 
for consideration on or after 20-5-1980 and that any objection or suggestion 
which may be received in connection therewith from any person likely to 
be affected thereby, before the date aforesaid , will be considered by the 
Government of Kerala .

DRAFT AGREEMENT 


1. The existing quota of Tourist Motor cabs to the States of Kerala , 
Karnataka , Tamil Nadu and Andhra Pradesh will be increased from 20 to 
100 each . 


2. The Government of Maharashtra and the Union Territories of Goa 
and Pondicherry have also been included in the Scheme, allotting a quota of 
100 tourist taxis to each of them . 


3. The countersignature of permit by the Transport Authorities of the 
reciprocating States will be dispensed with ; and 

4. The vehicles of the other States covered by this agreement will be 
exempted from the levy of tax under the Kerala Motor Vehicles Taxation 
Act, 1976 provided that the tax due has been paid in the Home State.

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Explanatory Note 
( This is not part of the notification but is intended to bring out the main 
purport). 


The quota as per the existing agreement for the grant of permits for 
Tourist Motor Cabs under the South Zone agreement between Andhra Pra 
desh , Karnataka, Kerala and Tamil Nadu is 20 for each State on single point 
taxation , subject to countersignature by the reciprocating States. At the 
Conference of the Southern State Transport Ministers held at Coimbatore, 
on 12-12-1972 , it was decided to enhance the quota from 20 to 100 and also 
to dispense with the countersignature of permit by the reciprocating States. 
The matter came up for consideration again at the 5th Conference of the 
Southern State Transport Ministers held at Aurangabad on 29th October 
1977 and it was agreed to implement the earlier decision . It was also re 
commended that the State of Maharashtra and the Union Territories of Goa 
and Pondicherry may also be included in the above Scheme, allotting a quota 
of 100 tourist taxis to each of them and a revised agreement drawn up . This 
proposal was also accepted at the 6th Conference of the Southern States 
Transport Ministers held on 17th and 18th May , 1979 at Ootacamund. 


The Notification is to achieve the above purpose . 
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
